W right Felt, district manager of 
the Federal W orks agency. He 
m et with m em bers of the San J a ­ 
cinto Aerial Tram w ay authority 
in the Fiesta room of the D esert 
Inn and had journeyed here in 
conjunction w ith an application 
by the Tram w ay A uthority for 
an advance in funds to pay for 
prelim inary engineering and ad­ 
m inistration expenses. 


TALK WITH ENGINEERS 


Following the meeting which 
ended at 12 noon, Earl Coffman, 
chairm an of the committee, was 
successful in comm unicating by 
telephone w ith C. E. Bannerman, 
chief of bridge and tram w ay con­ 
struction of the American Steel 
and W ire company at New Haven, 
Conn. This engineer and company 
w ere the first to construct an 
aerial passenger tram w ay in the 
United States, located at Fran- 
chonia, 
New 
Hampshire. 
The 
building of this tram w ay took 
place in 1938. 
Although 
both 
Mr.

and Mr. Felt refused to make any 
statem ent relative to what action

The prickly-pear cactus which is 
so common now in parts of Africa, 
the Professor continued, is not 
native, being introduced from 
America. 
The most interesting incident 
narrated by Prof. Cockerell v«as 
that of a group 
of Moroccan 
chieftains from the interior who 
visited a fairly modern city on 
the coast. The one 
thing 
they 
noticed were the water faucets; 
so before they left they purchased 
several of these faucets from a 
local plumber to take back into 
the desert with them 
so 
they 
could have water, too!

There must be an affinity be- 
twen artists—an undercurrent of 
understanding and recognition 
regardless of how alien their in­ 
dividual crafts may be. 
Otherwise there would be no 
explanation for the instant rec­ 
ognition on the part of Horace 
Heidt for the artist that is Jo­ 
seph Borjesson, the former a mu­ 
sician and the latter a master of 
his craft, the art of cookery. 
Borjesson now the chef at the 
Lone Palm, elevates the prosaic 
art of cooking above and into the 
realm of artistry. Preparing food, 
as he said, in “three different 
languages: Swedish. French and 
German,” he can lift the jaded 
appetite of the bored epicurean 
into ecstasies of delight. 
TO NEW "STUDIO" 
He was formerly employed at 
the Briargate at Banning, and 
subsequently came to Palm 
Springs where for a short period 
he was the chef at one of the lo­ 
cal guest ranch hotels. Somehow 
he and Horace Heidt, owner of 
the Lone Palm, met and this 
meeting resulted in the transfer 
of Borjesson to his new “studio” 
at the Lone Palm. 
Standing well over six feet in 
height, Joseph Borjesson, is ma­ 
jestic in appearance, soft-spoken, 
and with an aurora of continen­ 
tal politeness in his demeanor. He 
came to this country from Swe­ 
den, his native land, in June of 
1929. With him also was his wife 
Hildur, she from the capital, 
Stockholm, and he from Gothen­ 
burg. 
But the United States and the 
towering skyscrapers of New 
York City were not a new sight 
to Borjesson. For a long time he 
was a chef on Swedish-American 
lines and made 73 crossings of 
the Atlantic. For periods of time 
he also worked in Germany and 
France, learning how to “build” 
the dishes native to those coun­ 
tries.

When he decided to stay in 
America, he obtained a position 
for himself at the home of Jo­ 
seph Vcrner Reed in Greenwich, 
Conn. There for four and one- 
half years he prepared meals for 
such well-known figures on the 
international scene as ex-Prcsi- 
dent Herbert Hoover, Prince Ber- 
nadet, nephew to the King of 
Sweden; Wendel Willkie, Lowell 
Thomas, 
former 
Ambassador 
William Bullitt and many others. 
He was the personal chef for a 
time to Sumner Wells in Wash­ 
ington, D. C. 
COOKS UP DEFENSE 
After Pearl Harbor, he volun­ 
teered for military service, but 
was turned down at the time be­ 
cause he was beyond the age lim­ 
it, being accepted then. However, 
he gave up the job of cooking, 
and he and his wife journeyed 
from Miami, Florida, to Detroit, 
to do the next best thing—work 
in a defense plant. 
In Palm Springs the guest 
ranch at which he worked fea­ 
tured his “smorgasbord” dinners 
on Sunday. Horace Heidt plans 
to do the same now that he is 
with the Lone Palm. The dining 
room at this hotel is only oper­ 
ated for the guests staying there 
and their friends. However, a 
limited number of reservations 
on invitation will be allowed on 
Sunday for these dinners. 
Just the same there are a lot 
of people in the Village who are 
personally calling Heidt on the 
phone trying to wangle an invita­

HOW ANIMALS ADAPT 
THEMSELVES TO 
THE DESERT 
We have considered how plants 
can and have adapted them selves 
to living in a desert country. But 
w hat of the anim al populations? 
Few are found only in deserts; 
practically all of them have in­ 
vaded the arid areas from much 
more hum id ones, either because 
they w ere driven out by enemies 
or a lack of food, or simply be­ 
cause they chose this new drier 
habitat. How have these species, 
then, m anaged to adjust them ­ 
selves? 
U nlike plants, w hich have to 
stay and take any clim atic change 
or perish, anim als can move about 
from one local area to another. 
If the clim ate of one spot doesn’t 
suit them , they can m igrate to a 
bordering one th a t does, provid­ 
ing it’s not too far. This inde­ 
pendence of the environm ent, this 
ability to be able to more or less 
choose their p articular habitat, is 
of the utm ost im portance, and 
helps to explain w hy so few ani­ 
m als are strictly lim ited to the 
desert and found now here else. 
In the desert, tw o prim ary ne­ 
cessities stand out above all else. 
If an anim al, new ly coming into 
a desert region, cannot conquer 
these, he w ill have to move on or 
die. The first of those is exactly 
th e same as w ith 
plants, 
the 
ubiquitous 
problem 
of 
w ater: 
m oisture 
getting 
and m oisture 
preserving. The second one, equal­ 
ly im portant to an anim al, is ade­ 
quate protection against the phys­ 
ical 
and 
organic 
environm ent: 
th at 
is, 
protection 
from 
sand 
storm s, excessive h eat of the day, 
and 
from 
a 
host 
of 
natural

GREEN SHACK 


WATER PROBLEM 
Now, how have these two issues 
been met by a successful desert 
invader? First, th e question of 
w ater. Most of our active desert 
anim als are nocturnal in habits, 
venturing forth only in the cool 
of evening, and rem aining in hid­ 
ing through the hot daytim e. That 
explains w hy the desert seem s so 
lifeless in the eyes of the casual 
visitor. This nocturnal way of life 
conserves badly-needed m oisture 
which, if the anim al w ere active 
during the day, w ould be quickly 
lost by evaporation and perspira­ 
tion. 
W here w ater as such 
is 
not 
available at scattered w ater-holcs 
or other m ore or less perm anent 
sources, desert anim als may get 
th eir 
w ater 
elsew here. 
Those 
w hich feed upon plants get it 
from the sap of the vegetation 
they devour or from 
the 
dew 
upon the leaves; th e carnivorous 
anim als get it from the bodies 
and blood of their prey. A few 
desert dw ellers, such as certain 
mice, are even capable of m anu­ 
facturing sm all am ounts of w ater, 
called m etabolic w ater, and this 
w ill tide them over long periods 
of drought. 
V ery few desert creatures void 
liquid w astes. Instead the by ­ 
products are excreted in a solid 
form. This all helps in conserving 
every last drop of m oisture. One 
or tw o desert aniam ls are able to 
store a . sm all am ount of w ater. 
The camel is the best-know n ex ­ 
am ple of this, and Mr. Henderson, 
of “D esert M agazine,” 
tells 
us 
th at camels can go all w inter long 
w ithout one d rink of w ater, and 
even during the very hot sum m er 
m onths, require w ater only once 
every two weeks. One further 
adaption is a general light color­ 
ation, so th a t if they are abroad 
during the day, m ost of the heat 
w ill be reflected off instead of 
absorbed. 
, 
A good m any desert inhabitants 
live beneath the ground, w here 
it’s cooler and m ore moist. The 
heat of the desert sun rarely pen­ 
etrates m ore than three inches 
beneath the surface, so th at un­ 
derground burrow s are m any d e­ 
grees colder than the air above. 
N otable exam ples of this fossorial 
or digging type of life are nearly 
all the desert mice, the kangaroo 
rat, the pack rat, th e badger, the 
antelope 
ground 
squirrel, 
and 
m any burrow ing reptiles, both 
snakes and lizards. O ther animals, 
such as the coyote and k it fox, 
have become good 
diggers 
in 
order to excavate th eir prey and 
to m ake dens. 
HIBERNATION COMMON 
To bridge one dry spell, or one 
tim e of the year w hen food is 
scarce or totally w anting, several 
desert anim als hibernate through 
th e w inter or aestivate through 
the sum m er. M any of our ground 
squirrels aestivate from spring to 
fall w hen there are few seeds to 
be found. Bats, especially, hiber­ 
nate from fall to spring, w hen 
th eir food, insects, are apt to be 
less plentiful. The little round­ 
tailed ground squirrel 
of 
the 
M ojave feeds avidly all sum mer, 
becom ing very fat and round, and 
then “retires” all w inter. W hile 
these anim als are hibernating, 
they are in a sort of stupor, w ith 
greatly reduced m etabolism and 
little or no expenditure of energy. 
If you dug them up, you would 
probably think they w ere dead, 
so peculiarly lifeless to they ap­ 
pear. 
D esert reptiles hibernate to es­ 
cape the cold, for a freezing tem ­ 
perature would kill them . W here­ 
as during the sum m er it is cooler 
beneath the ground, during the 
w inter it’s 
m uch 
w arm er. 
So 
snakes 
and 
lizards 
seek 
out 
cavities or crevices to hide-aw ay 
until spring. T hat explains w hy 
your chances of seeing a snake 
abroad during the 
w inter 
are 
practically negligible. 
To prevent the possibility of 
being unable to find food, m any 
desert anim als m ake food-caches, 
w orking diligently w hen food is 


abundant and hiding it aw ay in 
little piles th a t they can later 
uncover and eat at leisure. Many 
of our desert ants, the kangaroo 
rat, th e pack rat, and m ost of our 
sm all wild mice all m ake such 
food-caches. 
Incidentally, 
these 
caches are m ost im portant in 
plant distribution and propaga­ 
tion, for if som ething catastrophic 
happens to the storer, then the 
little piles of seed rem ain buried, 
unclaim ed, and take root after 
the n ex t spring rain. 
Also as a protection against de­ 
creased food supply is a type of 
natu ral birth control. Large fam i­ 
lies of desert anim als are uncom ­ 
mon. N or do related anim als live 
in close proxim ity to one another. 
R ather, they prefer m uch privacy 
and great territoriality; so they 
are comm only scattered far and 
w ide from the original home, and 
living solitary. The anim al com ­ 
m unities of m ore hum id areas are 
im possible on the desert, w here 
food and w ater are both so scarce. 
One m ight im agine w hen he 
first sees the giant hom es of a 
wood ra t m assed about the base 
of a Joshua tree or a juniper, th at 
an entire fam ily dw elled there. 
A ctually, only one ra t inhabits 
the structure, w hich m ay be six 
feet high and as far across, and 
if another wood rat w ere intro­ 
duced, a battle to the death would 
ensue. The sam e is true of the 
elaborate burrow -system s m ade 
by kangaroo rats.

In this 
defense against the w eather, sand 
m ust first be considered. R arely 
is a day on the desert totally 
w ithout any w ind 
at 
all,, and 
often the gales stir up terrible 
sand storm s, w hich are even m ore 
intense close to the ground w here 
m ost anim als live. If an anim al 
is not adequately protected from 
or if he cannot find proper shel­ 
ter against these onsloughts, it 
w ill perish.

tected w ith long hairs or scales 
to keep out the stinging sand 
particles.

Fo rg o tten Lunch 
Leads to Find 
O f Rare Value 


How the forgetting of their 
lunch led to the discovery of a 
beautifully-preserved fossil but­ 
terfly was narrated by Prof. T. 
D. Á. Cockerell last Wednesday 
night as part of the program pre­ 
sented regularly that night in the 
Desert Museum. 
The Professor 
and his wife had forgotten 
to 
bring along the usual lunch on 
this particular day while working 
the fossil deposits of the old an­ 
cient Lake Florissant in Colorado. 
In going back for it at nocfn, they 
took a short-cut which carried 
them past a small outcropping of 
shale. By instinct Mrs. Cockerell 
picked up some of the pieces of 
rock as she passed, and behold! 
She found in her hand a perfectly 
fossilized butterfly, many mil­ 
lions of years old! Later search 
of this outcrop revealed not a 
trace of any other butterfly re­ 
mains. 
Professor Cockerell also de­ 
scribed the minutely 
preserved 
fossil insects found 
in 
amber 
along the Baltic sea. Amer is fos­ 
silized resin, and every detail of 
the 
insects 
imbedded 
in 
the 
chunks is still apparent. Hundreds 
of species have been described 
from this amber. The Professor 
stated that until he had worked 
over the Florissant deposits, the 
tsetse fly, which carries African 
sleeping sickness, was known only’ 
from that continent. However, in 
these Colorado deposits, he found 
and 
described 
several 
distinct 
tsetse flies, indicating that at one 
time they ranged over North 
America. 
Mr. Lloyd Mason Smith con­ 
cluded the evening's program by­ 
giving a short talk on the latest 
theories of the petrification of 
wood, and showed Kodachrome 
slides of the 
famous 
Petrified 
Forest in Arizona 
and 
of

lesser know tí Gingko Petrified 
Forest 
near 
Vantage, 
on 
the 
Columbia river in central Wash­ 
ington.

Peering over their 
shoulders is that arm y of thought­ 
less people who are either too 
lazy or too impassive to draw a 
bead on the subverters and pur­ 
veyors of alien isms in our midst. 
To be sure this thoughtless group 
believes that America is God’s 
gift to humanity, yet very few of 
them ever step inside a voting 
booth to help preserve that gift. 
EXAMINE MEANING 
Every day, in all sections of 
this land, men and women attend 
meetings. With hand on heart 
they pledge “allegiance to 
the 
Flag of the United States of 
America and to the Republic for 
which it stands; one nation indi­ 
visible, with liberty and justice 
for all."
